The'Fords have not decided to abandon the pres- 
ent Ironton terminal but view their plans for 
greatly increased traffic they feel a survey of all 
possible locations should be made before any im- 
portant improvements started, officials said. 


~It is said here that Portsmouth is being given 


serious consideratio'n. 


The D. T. & I. railroad made three hundred 


and twenty thousand dollars in May and has pro- 
portionately maintained this earning record in 
June and July. At the same time the average 
daily mileage of loaded freight cars has been in- 
creased from two miles per day to seventy five 
miles and the Fords expect to raise this to a hun- 


. dred and fifty miles a day when prospective 


road improvements are completed. An addition- 
al cut of thirty per cent of existing freight sched- 
'ules on the road are contemplated, making fifty 
per cent decrease in all. 


The passenger traffic is now on a paying basis 


and the Original plan to make the D. T. & I. a 
freight road only has been dismissed. 


Traffic men here point out with the Ford Mo- 


tor Company operating a line of freight barges 
between Detroit and New York if Ford secures 
a muscle shoals plant it is highly probable he 
would connect the muscle shoals district with 
his railroad by a line of river barges.
